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MARAGON ACCOUNTS PROBED 
New And Better A-Bpmbs

'„ WASHINGTON, Aug. 1.—(/P)— 
Tha Atomic Energy 
Commission 
announced today its new and more 
affective atomic bombs—proof-test- 
ed at Enlwetok—are being produc- 
, ed "on an industrial basis." 


It also said uranium and plutonl- 
um'for bombs and other atomic en- 
ergy uses are being produced "in 
greater quantities than ever 'be- 
fore." ' 


Relating "advances in all phases 
ol the national atomic energy pro- 
gram," the AEC in Its sixth semi- 
annual report to Congress also list- 
ed progress on the medical front, 
including indications that reltatlve- 
]y inexpensive radioactive cobalt 
may eventually prove to be a better 
cancer treatment than radium. 
At the same time the AEC dis- 
closed it had found ace-ln-the-hole 
sources of uranium in this coun- 
try that could be used at some fu- 
ture time for military applications 
—in case the uranium we now get 
at home and abroad should cease to 
be available. 
This country "now gets most of 
its uranium from the Belgian Con- 
go and Canada. Some of the prec- 
ious stuff also comes from low- 
grade carnotlte ore of the Colorado 
plateau. 
The commission said, "by mid- 
year this work (exploration), had 
revealed enormous tonnages of very 
low-grade materials (that is, ma- 
terials low in uranium content.) 
"They cost more to process but 
they could be utilized In the .future 
to sustain an atomic energy pro- 
gram for military purposes, should 
lower-cost , uranium 
cease to be 
available." 


Referring to current production 
of atomic weapons, the report said: 
"New and more effective wea- 
pons are being produced on an in- 
dustrial basis by competent manu-< 
facturlng concerns or special gov- 
ernment facilities throughout the 
country."

—(VF)—Romania today dissolved all 
Roman Catholic welfare orders. 
There are 15 such orders In Ro- 
mania, the best known being the 
French order of St. Vincent 
De 
Paul. The orders are devoted to 
charity, hospital and social work 
among Roman Catholics. 
Catholic priests, monks and nuns 
enrolled in the orders were told to 
choose within 15 days whether they 
will retire to three cloisters and 
two monasteries assigned to them, 
enter an old age asylum, or quit 
their'orders and join the lay pub- 
lic, applying for jobs at local em- 
ployment bureaus. 
The Roman Catholic church has 
been .under attack for some time 
in 'Romania, as In other eastern 
European countries. 
The Catholic priests of Romanist, 
In common with the clergy of sev- 
eral other denominations, are paid 
by the state. 
About eight per cent of Roman- 
ians are Catholics,' About 70 per 
cent of the population belongs to 
the national Romanian orthodox 
church.

The sheriff persuaded the mob 
to release the negro to him. 
As the mobs Increased in slxe and 
temper last night, state troopers 
and county officers rushed to the 
scene and set up roadblocks,' search 
Ing for weapons.

Marshall said that in 1939, If the 
military requirements stated by the 
armed services could have been 
meet "even to a modest degree, we 
could have whittled away at least 
six months of the duration of the 
war." 


He emphasized that he was not 
criticizing congress or the adminla 
tration when he said that. 
He said, "the real issue" at that 


time was the attitude of the Ameri- 
can people, which was affected by 
"a real, aggressive and vocal minor- 
ity." 


Marshall stressed the value of 
"timing" in the pending program 
and said the psychological effect 
of rejection would not 
be good 
among the democracies.

ATOMIC PROBLEMS 
The first really big prob- 


lem of the international as- 
pects of atomic energy con- 
trol, since the period imme- 
diately after the end of the 
war, has created a very ob- 
vious stir in Washington. 
This is the 
question of 


whether additional secret in- 
formation shall be given to 
Great Britain. Bound up 
with it are the whole rela- 
tionship between the two na- 
tions, the share of America 
in the uranium supplies of 
the Belgian Congo, the possi- 
bility of an atomic energy 
cartel rising on the continent 
of Europe, and future pohti 
' cal alignments in Europe. 


Thus it can be seen that 


the question of exchanging 
atomic energy 
information 


• with the British is a com 
plex and far-reaching one 
But it is only the beginning 
of the questions which must 
inevitably 
stem from the 


atomic bomb. These ques- 
tions are terribly serious. If 
they are answered wrongl 
the'resulting disaster defies 
imagination. If they are an- 
swered rightly, that dream- 
ed-of balance of strength 
might be achieved which 
would make war forever im 
possible. 


The explosiveness which 


•will be characteristic of all 
international 
relations 
as 


long as the atomic bomb 
hangs overhead is terrifying 
It would be far better to find 
and eliminate the factors in 
human relations which lead 
to war, but that has been 
feied and given up by even 
previous generation. 
. There are two possibilities 
that the atomic bomb, the 
most 
murderous 
weapon 


ever devised, might force the 
•world to peace. If all the 
major powers learn its se- 
'crets, perhaps none wpu'd 
ever again dare to begin a 
war. Or the knowledge of its 
threat might drive the pres- 
ent generation to find the 
long-sought*secret of peace

THE FIVE-PER--CENTERS 


Early new maneuverings 


in the uproar over the so- 
called five-per-centers have 
brought one of those state- 
ments from unidentified "in- 
formed quarters" to the ef- 
fect that no outright graft 
has been uncovered. There 
seems to be an implicatiton 
that none will be found. The 
five-per-centers, also known 
as influence brokers, arr 
people who know their way 
around Washington and who 
act, for a fee, as go-between 
in the negotiation of govern- 
ment contracts with private 
business concerns. It has 
been said that a business 
man who wants a gov- 
ernment order is wasting 
his time unless he hires a 
five-per-center to make the 
proper contacts with offici- 
als.If it turns out to be true 
that no government officials 
have been involved in real 
graft, everyone will heave a 
sigh of relief. The essential 
question about the five-per 
centers then will be this: 
Have they tried to corrupt, 
officials of the government? 
If so, their influence should 
be destroyed, as a safeguard 
for the integrity of govern- 
ment. If they have not tried 
to install corruption, per- 
haps their activities should 
be tolerated. The essential 
part of selling in any field of 
business is the maintenance 
of smooth, friendly relations 
between buyer and seller, a 
task In normal times assum- 
ed by the seller. If the five- 
per-centers do no more than 
that* there perhaps is no rea- 
son to be excited about 
them. 


The raising of the question 


of ppssibe corruption of gov- 
ernment officials, however it 
may be answered as to the 
five-per-centers, 
ought to 


turn the thoughts of citizens 
again to the matter of pay 
scales for government ser 
vice. The habit of underpay- 
ing government officials is 
an often tried and almost in- 
variably successful method 
of assuring that corruption, 
sooner or later, will appear 


SYRIAN ARMISTICE 
The shooting war in Pal- 


estine has been over for so 
long that most people no 
longer think of it as current 
news, but the last armistice 
agreement has just been 
signed. It is between Israel 
and Syria, which have been 
bargaining for three and A 
half months. 


When two warring nations 


can lay their weapons at 
their sides and argue for 
that long over an agreement 
to quit fighting, finally mak- 
ing the talks bear fruit, 
there ia some hope that peo 
pie are learning how to get 
along together. 


WATER POLLUTION 
, 


The idea is spreading that 


the clearing up of water pol- 
lution is a regional problem, 
one in which the whole area 
of a stream or lake must be 
considered as a unit. Linked 
with it is a painfully slow 
disillusionment with respect 
to the old and still 
often 


maintained adage that run- 
ning water purifies itself in 
a few miles. It has been real- 
ized by those who deal with 
water that the pure water 
which used to be found a 
few miles below a source of 
steam pollution was a re- 
sult not of purification but 
only of dilution. In most 
streams and lakes the vol- 
ume of sewage and other 
waste has now become so 
great that there is no longer 
enough water to dilute it to 
the point of apparent purifi- 
cation. 


So an old myth must dis- 


appear. With it goes the no- 
tion that water pollution is a 
purely local matter. This al- 
ready has been recognized 
by many states, which have 
enacted pure stream laws 
are embarked on the lonp 
and rugged road of enfor e 
merit. The obvious next step 
in many cases will be agree- 
ment among states which 
share common waterways. 
leading to the elimination of 
pollution throughout 
the 


length of a river or shore- 
line. 


Modern plumbing has so 


long isolated most Ameri- 
cans from their sewage that 
we are inclined to forget how 
important it is. That isola- 
tion has been a fundamental 
factor in lifting the genera) 
health 
level in America 


above that of a large part of 
the rest of the world. We 
are in danger of losing that 
benefit of sanitary plumbing 
unless, we face frankly tha 
matter of isolating our wa- 
ters fromoursewers. 


THINGS WE DON'T HAVE 


Each summer brings to 


communities here and there 
visits from residents of long 
ago, back for the first time 
n forty, fifty or sixty years. 
They find many changes in 
;he old home town. 


Sometimes these old-tim- 


ers lament sadly the passing 
of "the good old times." But 
when they were living in 
them, they could not get out 
of those old t i m e s fast 
enough into the r.ew age of 
electricity, gasoline engines, 
good roads, and fresh veg- 
etables in mid-winter. 


If any old-timers are vis- 


iting this fair city after an 
absence of several decades, 
here's hoping they find that 
:he changes they see are all 
to the good, and point that 
out to the present genera- 
tion.
